fore being offered for sale within 
this state fo r seeding 
purposes; 
red 
clover, 
mammoth 
clover, 
white clover, alsike clover, sweet 
clover, 
alfalfa, 
timothy, 
Ken­ 
tucky blue grass, 
broom 
grass, 
orchard grass, 
meadow 
fescue, 
oat grass, rye grass, vetch, rape, 
corn and m illets. 
This law 
de­ 
clares as noxious 
the 
following 
weed: field sorrel, Canada thistle, 
quack grass, curled dock, ox-eye 
daisy, clover and alfalfa dodder, 
field dodder, corn 
cockle, 
wild 
carrot. 
Specim ens of these noxi­ 
ous seeds and the labels required

have found that chinch 
bugs 
are 
appearing w here they were 
not 
expected. 
Inquiries

daily about the crop rotation ad­ 
vised to starve the bug. 
We 
are 
quoting liberally from a circular 
issued by W. P. Flint, Chief Field 
Entomologist 
and 
W. L. B u r le ­ 
son, Chief in Crop Production at 
the College of Agriculture. 
During

ten 
years 
chinch-bug dam age has been very 
severe in the southwestern coun­ 
ties of Illinois. 
Where 
the rota­ 
tions generally in use in that sec­
